1 ran down the steps, and as ^ neared tee bottoa, I 
sprained my left ankXe. 

I then proceeded to the location where Uffioers P. h, Beatley, V. K. UcDonald, 
C. T. %lker, ar d other officers were attei^tin!? to disam ^ee '^rrey Oswmld, 
During thiE ttae, I«e *%rvej' Uwiald kept yelling, "I aa not aTeeistlng arrest. 
I am not resisting arrest. i want to eoraplt in of police brutality." 

Captain R, Testbrook then told several of the officers to take 0»wald 
direotl> to the City ilall. 

Officers B. K. Carroll, Sergeant •lerry Hill, P. u. Bentley, C. I, Walkw, 
and myself transported Oswald to the City tiall, 

ISnroute to iitu City Hall, fewald refused to answer all questions, and he 
kept repeatii g, "Why am 1 being arrested? I know I was carrjing a gun, but i*y 
else an I being arrested?" 

Lee Harvey iiswald was released to Captain FYita at the Hcoielde and R*beiy 
Biraau by the transporting cfficers.
